He is 4

years of age and a native of England.

and from boyhood supported a widowed

mother and sister by constant and
arduous toil. Previous to the great
war he worked as a day laborer at
Mount Morris, but in 1881 he joined
the Forty-sixt- h Illinois Infantry as a

private, and took up the sword in de-

fense of the Fnion. His gallantry and
bravery on the field won him laurels,
and before two of his five years of
service had expired he was pro-

moted to the captaincy of the
company he had joined as a pri-

vate. Returning from the war in 1866,
Mr. Marsh settled at Oregon. Ogle
County, engaging in the retail book
and stationery business. Devoting
several years to this business he finally
drifted into politicj and became a can-didat- e

for the Legislature on the Dem-

ocratic ticket. At that time Ogle
County returned a regular Republican
majority ol l.tilHI; hut Dir. Marsh s

personal popularity overcame the ma-

jority, and he was chosen to represent
Ogle County in the Sta'e Fegidature
two successive terms. In 1 KM he was
elected Sheriff of Ogle County by B

majority of 900, Before his term ol
otticc expired President Cleveland ap-

pointed him United states Marshal for
the Northern District of Illinois, and
his place "f abode was ohauged from
Oregon to Chicago, His appointment
